Chanbcrlin's or Welckor's, it weuhi simply he
incomplete without his participation.

Gea. Van VHet is a direct descendant of that
sturdy Holland Deutsche Rtjck that is referred
t now as the Knickerbocker;, hot he was horn
July 21, 1S15, at Ferrisbnrg. Vt although the
War Department records have for more than 50
years past persistently alleged that he is a na-

tive of Kew York.
la 1S36 he became a Cadet at West Point,

where he graduated in 1S40 well up in his class,
and was appointed Lieutenant in the 3d Art.
Auottg his classmates were two men who be-cu- ae

wotld-fawot- ts ia our civil war, and both
of these were his room -- rax tes during the first
year. The first was William T. Sherman and
the other George H. Thoajas New England,
West and South. ith Gen. Snernian an af-

fection i?an in those ' Piebe " days that ex-
ists to this day.

The Semi notes were troublesome in Florida
w!mr Van Vliet Graduated, aud the young
Lieutenant at once joined his company and
wat gallantly throagh the campaign of 15-1- 0

au& 1S41, participating ia several sharp skir-aisbe- s.

Ia September, 1341, he was ordered to
West Point as Assistant Professor of Mathe-
matics, hot he had hardly warmed his chair
when the Semiaolcs broke out again, and at his
owa request he was relieved Nov. 15, 1S41, aud
rejoined his company in Florida for the csm-wig- a

that was successfully onded in the next
year. In thjs second Florida war, while en-

gaged with the Indians on St. John's Elver, a
Seminole warrior attacked him, but after a
sharp hand-to-han- d fight young Van Vlict shot
aud kitted his antagonist.

Then, until the breaking out of the Slcxi-a- u

war. he served in Louisiana, Fort Macon,
K. C--, Charleston and Savannah, and was mean-
time promoted (Nov. 19. ISi'd) to First Lieuten-
ant.

At tfcc battle of Monterey, Sept 23, 184G,
Maj. Vinton (che GupfeuH of the company) was
acting as a field officer, and while the Mexican
gnus were sweeping the streets of the town,
liiont. Van VHet, commanding the company,
led the assanltiug column. 2t was madness to
charge through the narrow streets, so he mads
his way to the Plaza by cutting a pas-ag- e

through the walls from house to house until
the Plan was reached, and when bis muskets
covered and silenced the Mexican gunners, he
received Gen. Amp&dia's surrender from an
Aid-ao-Oni-

In March, 1547, he still commanded his com-
pany in charge of a battery of mortars at the
siege aud capture of Vera Cruz and the castle
of San Jnau d'Clloa, and white talking with
Maj. Vinton the latter was struck by a shell
and killed. On the day before the surrender
of Vera Crux he was made Hegimental Quarter-
master, bet is the following June was made
Captain and Assistant Quartermaster, and never
did regimental duty again.

From 117 until the rebellion broke out he
was on the frontier at rarteus points, aud did
valuable service. He built old Fort Kearney,
Nob., and Fort Laramie, on the Oregon route,
aod while serving at Fort Leavenworth fitted
o&t the Utah expedition under Gen. Albert
Sidney Johnston, and accompanied it to Salt
Lake. In ISa5,G he accompanied Gen. Harney
on the btoax expedition, and took part in the
desperate engagement of Sept. 3, 1535, at Blue
Water.

Ia August, 1S6L, he was promoted to Major
(having resigned as Captain, 3d Art, Dec. 24,
1853;, and iu tLe same month reported to Gen.
McCJeihui here in Washington for duty as Chief
Quartermaster of the Army of the Potomac,
and performed the huge labor of fitting out
that army as it was being organized and pre-
pared for the field. In September, 1SGL he
was appointed Brigadier-Genera-l of Volunteers,
and a Chief Quartermaster of the Army of the
Potomac took part in the Peninsular campaign
zg&iust Kiehmoud, being present in every en-
gagement from the siege of Yorktown to Mal
vern Hill. The Senate in the meantime had
faiied to confirm his appointment as Brigadier-Geaera- L

and he was relieved a& Chief Quarter-
master of the Army of the Potomac July 10,
!&(, ad Jaly 17 reported at New York city,
under hjs lineal rank of Major, to have charge
of the transjiortatton of all supplies from that
point to the armies in the field.

No troops of the armies in Virginia, the
Carelinas, the Gulf, or on the Lower Missis-
sippi, during the subsequent years to March,
11)65, bad no reason to complam of lack of
Mompt arrival of supplies and stores as far as
Sen. Van Vliefs duty was concerned, but theie
are comparatively few only who have the least
idea of the magnitude of his work or of the
vast responsibility devolved upon him.

I dare not venture to how many
millions upon miiiioug of dollars were disbursed
by him, but the reader may guess at it when
he remembers how many hundreds of sea-cra- ft

of all kinds, steam and sail, were constantly
arriving at and departing from the main depots
of each separate army. At oue time Gen. Van
Viiet bad absolute authority to take possession
of aayaad all .craft of every description that
might be found in or near New York Bay, if
in his judgment he deemed it necessary for the
public terries.

Despite his splendid service, he toiled on
without reward of promotion, except by the
empty brevets of Lieutenant-Colone- l, Colonel
and Brigadier --General, U.S. Army, which were
conferred in 1&W. until at last, in March, 1865,
the Secretary of War had him again appointed
Brigadier-Gener- al of Volunteers, and this time
be was promptly confirmed, retaining the rank
until mustered out iu September, 1S0&. Iu the
Vohmteefs and also in the Hegular Army he
was breveted Major-Genera- l.

Afterthe war be served at various points
until 1d3, when he came here as Colonel and
Assistant Quartermaster-Genera- l. ad remained
hereon duty until placed on the Retired List in
the Fall of ISoL

Fortunate investments made iu his early life
yielded large returns, and he is now possessed
of a competence that enables him to eajoy life
iu a roomy mansion here on Fifteenth street,

heard that seenta a part of his luxurious growth
of hair, he is, as I began above, a well-know- n

figure here, lie and his admirable wife are the
most welcome of guests in society, and both are
seen at almost cery dinner party aud recep-
tion of prominence. If Mrs. Van Vliot is de-
tained at borne, the General goes alone, and he
ie a6 great a favorite with the rosebuds of soci-
ety and tboir mothers as he is with his com-
rades in military and civil life. Some time
ago a society paragraph in a daily paper here,
in describing the guests at a grand ball, de-
clared that "Geu. and Mrs. Van Vliet were
present, wearing pink silk with lace oversklrt."
I have never believed the statement, however,
for I don't think Gen. Van Viiet would look
well in such a dress.

The dose intimacy formed between Gen.
Van Vliet and Gen. Sherman in the cadet days"
when they were room-mate- s, continues to thisday, and while Gen. Sherman was command-
ing the army the two were bo inseparable thatwhen you saw one you knew the other was nottar away, and I doubt if one was known to
attend a dwaer when both wore iu the city
without the other being present. At that timeGen. Sherman lived in the house next door to
Vft . J,otfs and " s told of the heroof the March to the Sea," thatone time whiledressing to attend a dinner party he found hehad forgotten where and with whom he was todine. He could net remember. Mrs. Sherman
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did not know, neither did his daughter or his
Orderly. Finally he solved it by saying: "Fll
watch for Van Vliet and go with him; then
I'll he all right." He did; and got his dinner
all right.

Gen. and Mrs. Yan Vliet have two sons, one
being First Lieut, Bobert Van Vliot, 10th TJ. S.
Inf., and the other is Dr. Frederick Van Vlict,
who resides here and is practicing medicine.
A younger brother of the General is Col. Fred-
erick Van Vliet, who is a Major in tho 10th U.
S. Cav., and there was years ago another in tho
service, Capt. William A. Van Vliet, Assistant
Qaartcrraastor, who died in New Mexico jnsfc
after the rebellion.

DEATH OF GEN". HATCH.
Brevet Maj.-Ge- n. Edward Hatch, Colonel 9th

U. S. Cav., died suddenly at Los Angeles, Cal.,
Thursday, April 11, from a stroko of apoplexy,
while on leave from Fort Robinson, Neb. His
death will be greatly mourned by throngs
of people hero in Washington as well as by tho
Army and old soldiers all through tho Union,
for no officer in the service was more popular
than the handsome aud gallant cavalry Gen-
eral.

He was born in Maine, Dec. 22, 1831, and
was, therefore, only a little more than 57 years
of age. After passing through college he grad-
uated in law at Harvard, and at once went
West to practice his profession, locating at Mus-
catine, Iowa, where he resided when the war
of the rebellion came upon the country.

He at once raised a company for the 2d Iowa
Cav., being commissioned Aug. 12, 1831, but a
month later the yonng lawyer was promoted
to Major, and in December to Lieutenant-Colone- l.

In June, 1S62, he became Colonel of the
regiment, and soon became known as a dashing
fighter aud energetic aud tireless commander.
He was very prominent iu Grierson's celebrated
raid through Mississippi, and was iu nearly
every battle that was fought in the West. Jle
was wounded several times, once vory danger-
ously. "Hatch's personal raids" into the ene-
my's linos were frequent and almost invariably
successful, and in tho Spring of 1SG4. ho had
gained, as well as earned, his silver star as
Brigadier-Genera- l.

In the campaign of 1861, from Chaltauooga
to Atlanta, he was especially active on tho
Hanks of Sherman's army, and when Gen.
George II. Thomas was sent back to attend to
Gen. Hood's rebel army, Gen. Hatch accompa-
nied hini with his Cavalry Division.

In the battle at Franklin and in tho battles
around Nashville, under Thomas, he and the
regiments of his division gave an excellent
account of themselves, and Gen. Hatch added
auotiirr star on each shoulder by the brevet of
Major-Gcner- al for "gallant and meritorious
services in tho battles before Nashville."

He was muslored out of the volunteer serv-
ice Jan. 15, 1SGS, with the best batch of volun-
teer Generals, but when the Regular Army
was iu creased iu the Summer of that year, he
was one of the two civilian soldiers appointed
Colonels of Cavalry the other boingGeu. Grier-so- n

and was assigned to the 9th, a colored
regiment.

His subsequent service has been as brilliant
as that during the war, and for a uumher of
years it has beon a surprise to the Army, when
Brigadier-General-s were appointed, that he
had uot been given the prize. Texas, Indian
Territory, New Mexico and Arizona were all
the fields of his splendid Indian g$htiug, but
his best and latest achievement was in chasing
down and subduing Victoria, the greatest of
the Apache Chiefs, and his warriors.

For a number of years he was in .command
of the District of New Mexico, with headquar-
ters at Santa Fe, but much of that time he wa3
in the saddle in the field, and he remained
there until it was safe to live anywhere in the
Territory from the Colorado hue to tho Mexi-
can liordcr.

Several times he was on duty here as Presi-
dent of various military boards, and he was
also a member of the general courts-marti- al

that tried Gen. Hazen and Geu. Swaim.and he
speedily became a high favorite iu society. He
was tali, straight, well rounded in figure, but
not stout, with ruddy face, telling of cam-
paigning exposure, and wore a short, trimmed,
dark gray mustache, while his hair, which was
prematurely white, was close-trimme- in mili-
tary fashion. His features were regular and
clean cut, and altogether he was as handsome
a specimen of a gallant soldier as woman or
man could wish to see. On his first visit here
on duty he was a widower, but met and mar-
ried here the wife he leaves now behind.

The death of Gen. Hatch promotes Licur.-Co- l.

Joseph G. Tilford, 7th Cav., to Colonel
9th Cav., (passing over Lieut-Co- l. George A.
Forsyth, 4th Cav.); Maj. Oil eb H. Carlton, 3d
Cnv., to the 7ih, and Capt James Jackson, 1st
Cav., to Mjor of the 3d. In the 1st Cav. First
Lieut William H. Miller becomes Captain, and
Second Lieut James B. Aleshiro First Lieute-
nant If Lieut-Co- l. Albert P. Morrow, formerly
of Gen. Sherman's stafT, had not involved him-
self in the troubles that resulted in repeated
suspensions and loss of rank, Gen. Hatch's
death would have promoted him to Colonel, in-

stead of Col. Tilford. Had Gen. Hatch lived
but a few months longer he would, without
doubt, have been appointed a Brigadier-Genera- l.

THE ABMKS OUTEAGE.
The trial by court-marti- al of Maj. George A.

Armes for his dastardly assault on Gov. Beaver
bogau last week, and is now progressing in the
deliberate manner chaiactcnstic of that style
of judiciary in peaceful times. Armes tried to
avoid the trial by writing an abject letter to
Gov. Beaver, humbly apologizing for the as-

sault and begging the Governor, for the sake of
Armes's family, to bo satisfied with this and
uot to bring him to trial. The matter was out
of the Governor's hands, however, and it is not
known that he mude any reply. He was not
summoned by tho prosecution as a witness,
aud so far all the testimony has been given by
the Army officers who expelled Armes from
the inaugural procession aud by the witnesses
to the assault It is not known what the re-
sult will be, but most people think that tho
oijly way he can escape dismissal is by proof of
his insanity and irresponsibility.

W1IX STAY IX WASHINGTON.
President Harrison has decided to remain in

Washington all Summer, and during May aud
June will occupy the cottage at the Soldiers'
Homo which has been the hot-weath- er resi-
dence of all the Presidents since Abraham Lin
coln, except G rover Cloveland, who could uot
abide such close contact with battered veterans
of the Union. Mrs. Harrison, who seems to
have a good deal to say about? some phases of
this Administration especially the manage-
ment of Grandson McXce says that she must
stay at or near the White House until she can
get it thoroughly cleaned up, which will take
some months. The servants under the Cleve-
land regime were very inferior, and they cele-
brated the outgoing of tho Administration by
an orgie, during which President Harrison and
wife arrived at the White Houso to find the
doors locked, all the fires out, aud the place as
cold as a barn and as destitute of food as a
church. Mrs. Harrison took tho first oppo-
rtunity of discharging the whole outfit

A DEMOCBVTIC EOLDIEE CANDIDATE.
Mr. William Dickson is a candidate for tho

office of Commissioner of the District of Co-

lumbia. Being a square-toe- d Democrat ho
hopes to succeed the present member of "the
triumvirate" Mr. Wheatley. Mr. Dickson
was born and raised in Philadelphia, and
when the war commenced enlisted in .April,
1861, in tho I3th Pa. for Lhree mouths, and
moved on Washington, his regiment being one
of tho first to arrive here. They then went
to Fort Monroe, Va., where Dickson was de-
tailed to organize a fire brigade, which he had
charge of during his term of enlistment He
thou came to Washington and organized the
Firo Department of this city, being placed in
charge of it by President Lincoln, and remain-
ed in that position until after tho war. Ho has
lived in the District continuously since July,
1SG1, and has always been promiucnt in local
and National politics, having been a delegate
to several Dcmociatic National Conventions.
He is acquainted with the wants of the Dis-
trict, and is very popular with both parties.

NEW APPOINTEES.
The Senate adjourned sine dio on April 2,

since which date the President has tikeu a
rest, very few appointments having been made
since the adjournment On Fiiday, however,
he sent in the names of Capt Joel B. Erhardt,
of Now York city, to bo Collector of Customs
for the Port of New York, and Cornolius Van
Cott to be Postmaster at New York city. Capt
Erhardt entered the service early in 1861 in
the 1st Vt Cav. as an enlisted mau, and re-
signed as Captain Lite in the Fall of 1BG3. He
is a prominent member of the G.A.B., and has
hold many positions of trust in New York city
aud State.

O. Comrade Mawby served through tho
entire war, and was present with his command
all the time, except tho nine months that ho
was a prisoner of war. He is now conducting
an oyster house and a milk depot, and is a
strong candidate for Postmaster at Youngstown.

Capt Jos. Murray, G3d N. Y., Fort Collins,
Colo. Capt Murray began his military career
at the age of 16 as a soldier in tho French
army in Italy. Ho came to this countryat the
outbreak of our war and enlisted in Meagher's
Brigado, and was promoted to a commission.

SUNKEN WAR SHIPS.
Tbc Latent From the Typhoon at Apia.

A full account of the disaster at Apia, Sa-rao- au

Islands, was cabled last Sunday from
Apia by the American Vice-Consu- I. The de-

tails aro graphic, and will he of interest to all
our readers. There was much heroism dis-
played by both seamen and officers, and many
men were lost because they rofuscd to leave
their posts of duty until ordered to do so. The
flagship Trenton arrived at Apia on March 1L
from Panama, and she now lies within a stone's
throw of the American Cousnlateon the Coral
reefs, aud is fist going to pieces. The Vandalia
left San Fraucisco Feb. 23 last and now lies
buried out of sight between the Trenton and
tho shore, only her shattered foremast and
smokestack appearing above water. The Van-
dalia lost four oiiicersaud thirty-nin- e men; her
Captain, O. M. Scbooniuaker, being ouo of the
first to perish in tho angry waves.

Tho Nipsic was beached, and lay with her
bow high on the beach, within fivo feet of the
water's edge, for several days, but although
badly damaged was hauled offa few days after
tho storm, and is tho only war ship afloat in
the harbor, and quite a number of the officers
aud crew remain aboard. The vessel only lost
five men, occasioned by the sinking of ouo of
her small boats, which had been launched to
aid persons who were struggling with tho
waves.

The German gunboat Eber lost the most men,
her entire crew, with the exception of Lieut
Gaedeko, perishing. There wcro fivo men of
the crew who were on shoro leave, howovcr,
and consequently escaped the general destruc-
tion.

Just on the edge of the reef, about 500 yards
west of the Trenton, is all that remains of the
Adlcr, tho flagship of tho German Squadron in
Samoan waters. Tho Adlcr was washed ou
top of the reef and turned completely over ou
her side. She has remained in that position
since, and is almost entirely out of wator.
Nearly every man aboard was throwu into the
water when tho Adier struck, but only 20 sail-
ors were drowned, and all her officers wcro
saved. Tho Gorman corvette Olga is fa3t npdh
awiudnat,aoout a quarter of a mile cast of the
American vessels.

While tho storm was raging and tho vessels
were fighting for their lives tho German ship
Olga came in collision with ucarly every other
man-of-w- ar in the harbor, and was badly
damaged above her water-line-. It is thought
that she can be towed off. No lives wore lost
on the Olga.

The English corvette, Calliope, whoso ma-
chinery is very powerful, was the only vessel
which escaped tho general destruction. Sho is
capable of going at the rate of 1G knots an hour,
and even then sho barely escaped going ashoro
at tho same place tho Adler was wrecked. Just
as she was about to strike tho reof she let go
her anchors and putting on all steam got to
sea, and although badly damaged, rode out
the terrible gale and suffered no loss of lifo.

Some of the most dariug acts were performed
by theso bravo seamen.

Capt Mullau, of tho Nipsic, insisted upon
being the last mau to leave the ship, lie
finally found himself on deck withLicut John
A. Shearman aud two sailors. Ho ordered the
sailors to leave, which they did. The Captain,
being unable to swim, did not care to trust to
descending the ropo by means of his hands
aud legs as ail others had done, so ho procured
an empty wator cask, which ho attached to the
hawser. When ho was seated in the cask
Shearmau stood alono on the deck aud started
hi3 brave coimnaudor down tho ropes. The
plucky Lieutenant then climbed down the rope
iu the usual way, and the Nipsic was left aloue
to battle with the waves.

Temperature The greatest fall in 21 honra
(21) occurrod at Denver, Colo., on tho 7th.
Tho greatest rise (22) occurred atParkcrsburg,
W. Va., on the .12th. Tho maximum (91) oc-

curred at Rio Grand City, Tex., on tho 11th.
The minimum (18) occurrod at Northfield,
Vt, ou tho 7th. Frost (killing) occurred at
Santa Fe, N. M., ou tho 7fch, and light frost at
Augusta, Ga.; Knoxville, Tenn.,and Charlotte,
N. C, on thoSth.

Precipitation. Bain has been reported from
every State and Territory except Georgia,
Floiida, Alabama, Louisiana and Idaho. Snow
fell in Wyoming and Colorado on tho 9th. Tho
heaviest precipitation (over ouo inch in 21
hours) was reported from Maryland, District of
Columbia, Indian Territory, Texas, Kansas,
Dakota, Iowa, West Virgina, Ohio and Ten-
nessee. Tho maximum in 2i hoars (2.01
inches) occurred at Washington, D. C, on tho
Gth and 7th, and at Fort Elliott, Tex., on tho
9th and 10th.

Winds. The highest winds occu rred along tho
Middle Atlantic and New England Coasts and
from Central Texas northward to Iowa. Tho
highest measured velocity (53 miles per hour)
occurred at Fort Elliott, Tex., ou tho 10th. Tho
storm of the 6th and 7th along the Middle At-

lantic Coast destroyed nearly 100 vessels-an-d

about $2,000,000 worth of property of various
kinds.

Rivers. Tho maximum rise (32 inches) oc-

curred at Pittsburg; Pa., on tho 12th. Tho
maximum fill (IS inches) occurred at Cincin-
nati, 0., on the 10th.

Existing Conditions. A Zoic is central off Long
Island, another on tho Texas Coast and a third
iu northern Montana. The principal area of
high is central over Upper Mississippi, and ono
less marked on theeastern coastof Florida. Rain
in the Middle Atlantic States aud New England,
aud on tho North Pacific Coast Threatening
weather on Texas Coast and iu Montana, else-
where generally fair.

No
connection found between suns-pot- s and mag-
netic declination and cither the range in air .

A slight
indication of adim,inutiou of cloudsand precipi-
tation during the minimum of the sunspot pe-

riod, but if it he n direct and important connec-
tion it is largely masked by other forces, o. Gen-
erally negative results in all cases. 6. The
meteorological clpmeuts arc affected by so
many causes' which servo to mask the real
effects from any ctrjinical or supra-terrestri- al

force, that it is impracticable to obtain satis-
factory results by such comparison without
being able toliminato all other forces disturb-
ing tho ouo under consideration. 7. Coinci-
dences may bo found, hut everything points to
their accidental appearance, and therefore r.njr
connection as to cause aud effect seems highly
improbable.
